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The  report  was  adopted,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree  conferred  upon  all 
those  named  in  the  report  who  had  not  previously  received  it. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Fries,  the  hours  of  meeting  were  fixed  as  follows: — 
Open  at  9  A.  M.,  and  close  at  12;  open  at  2  P.  M.,  and  close  at  5 ;  open  at  8, 
and  close  by  vote. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Bestwick,  Grand  Lodge  then  opened  in  the  Initiatory 
Degree. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  A.  Hoffman,  Bro.  Pyott  was  appointed  to  report  pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  city  papers. 

Bro.  Warren  Lincoln  offered  the  following,  which,  on  motion  of  Bro. 
Wagner,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance: — • 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  and  recommended  to 
allow  all  lodges  that,  have  failed  from  any  cause  to  pay  Grand  Lodge  dues  for 
two  or  more  quarters,  to  have  their  accounts  balanced  on  the  Grand  Secretary's 
books  by  paying  one  quarter’s  dues. 


REPORT  OF  G.  W.  C.  T. 


The  report  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  was  read  as  follows : — 

To-day  begins  the  Twentieth  Annual  Session  our  Grand  Lodge.  Twenty 
years  ago,  in  a  beautiful  quiet  town,  ensconced  among  the  hills  of  Tioga  county, 
a  few  earnest  hearts,  representing  a  score  or  two  of  lodges  from  three  of  the 
northern  tier  of  counties,  met  in  a  small,  unpretending  room  to  form  our  Grand 
Lodge ;  and  to-day  hundreds  meet  in  the  assembly-chamber  of  the  proudest 
commonwealth  of  this  continent,  and  representing  a  constituency  scattered 
throughout  its  widest  extent.  May  our  deliverances. at  this  session  be  worthy 
the  place  that,  greets  us  and  the  glorious  cause  that  brings  us  together,  and 
commensurate  with  the  powerful  enemy  we  oppose. 

To  those  whose  active  participation  in  the  stirring  scenes  of  the  temperance 
reform  spans  these  two  decades,  I  need  not  say  great,  great  advance  has  been 
made  in  thought,  word,  and  deed  with  reference  to  the  use  and  traffic  in  ardent 
spirits;  and  as  we  retrospect  this  eventful  period,  we  find  sufficient  progress  to 
warrant,  us  in  mapping  scenes  of  success  in  the  more  eventful  future  that  shall 
bring  hallelujahs  to  our  lips  and  hearts. 

A  sense  of  the  true  brotherhood  of  man,  in  one  of  its  best  realizations,  always 
comes  to  me  as  I  look  into  the  faces  of  the  members  of  our  Grand  Lodge  at  our 
annual  sessions — a  sense  of  the  power  of  unity,  especially  in  any  moral  enter¬ 
prise  or  reform.  Working  separately  during  the  year  in  our  various  lodges, 
when  we  meet  together  from  every  part  of  the  State  to  review  the  past  in  its 
aggregate  usefulness,  we  understand  more  fully  the  greatness  of  our  work. 
Around  many  lodges  in  their  home  work,  the  clouds  have  gathered  and  thick¬ 
ened,  until  many  have  been  constrained  to  cry  out:  “It  is  in  vain;  the  odds 
are  too  fearfully  against  us  in  the  contest;”  but  from  the  general  outlook  from 
our  grand  lodges,  progress  is  more  discernable,  and  the  way  seems  not  so  hedged 
about  with  difficulties.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  every  year  brings  some 
advance;  and,  notwithstanding  the  extended  work  of  the  rumseller,  the  tem¬ 
perance  sentiment,  deepens  and  widens  daily  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
people 

Of  the  various  phases  our  reform  has  assumed  in  the  past,  I  need  not  speak; 
they  are  known  to  you  all ;  therefore.  I  shall  only  speak  of  the  progress  of  the 
past,  year,  and  of  the  present  position  of  the  temperance  cause. 

Nearly  all  temperance  organizations  stand  to-day  upon  the  same  platform — 
Total  Abstinence  and  Prohibition.  The  past  has  proved  how  vain  it  is  to 
attempt  to  stop  the  smaller  rills  and  streams  while  the  fountain  is  hourly  and 
unceasingly  being  filled  by  huge  manufactories  ;  louder  and  louder  the  roar  of  the 
rushing,  destructive  tide,  has  fallen  upon  the  ears  and  hearts  of  men,  until, 
startled  to  action,  they  feel  that  the  fountain  must  be  utterly  broken  up.  that 
prohibition  in  all  our  borders  is  our  only  remedy. 

The  outspoken  determination  of  the  temperance  people  to  put  down  the  traffic 
to  its  proper  level  by  legal  prohibition,  has  aroused  its  advocates  to  resistance. 
Hitherto  entrenched  in  the  protection  our  laws  have  afforded,  the  traffic  in 
liquors  has  had  a  sort  of  respectability,  and  its  adherents  have  laughed  in  con¬ 
tented  security,  and  scorned  the  efforts  of  temperance  men ;  but  organized  per¬ 
sistent  action  has  begun  to  tell,  and  they  are  awaking  to  the  fact  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  beginning  to  be  in  earnest,  and  that  their  business  is  threatened.  The 
bold  advocacy  of  the  Liquor  Dealers’  Association  we  hail  as  a  hopeful  sign  of 
the  times.  They  begin  to  tremble  and  to  organize  for  protection,  and  are  even 
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willing  to  give  largely  of  their  ill-gotten  gains  to  save  their  idol:  The  real 
character  of  the  business  of  liquor  selling  has  never  been  more  clearly  exposed 
by  speech  or  pen  of  temperance  advocates  than  it  has  been  by  some  of  the 
resolutions  passed  by  the  Liquor  Dealers’  Association.  Hitherto  they  have 
hidden,  as  much  as  possible,  their  real  sentiments,  while  they  have  striven  to 
maintain  before  the  community  a  certain  morality  of  appearance.  Now,  they 
boastfully  parade  in  type  their  business  and  purposes,  and  pass  their  manifesto 
against  all  who  do  not  uphold  their  traffic  and  who  regard  the  sacredness  of 
our  Sabbath. 

There  can  now  be  no  doubt  where  a  Christian  man  or  woman  should  stand 
in  this  contest.  The  liquor  dealers’  organ,  with  its  bold,  defiant  denunciations, 
has  made  this  part  of  Christian  duty  plain.  The  only  place  is  a  position,  clearly 
defined,  as  for  or  against  a  threatening  evil ;  there  is  no  middle  ground ;  the 
time  for  hesitancy,  double-dealing  and  pandering  to  crime,  is  past  for  every 
man  who  loves  the  truth  and  right. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  in  alluding  to  our  work  for  the  future,  I  advised  our 
friends  to  accept  the  so-called  local  option  law  for  what  good  it  might  contain, 
and  put  forth  every  effort  to  vote  down  license  under  its  provisions,  though  the 
law  did  not  come  up  to  our  standard  of  absolute  and  unqualified  prohibition. 

In  accordance  with  this  view,  as  well  as  the  instructions  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  influence  of  our  executive  and  lecture  force  was  used  prior  to  the  election  to 
make  public  sentiment  and  induce  votes  against  license ;  and  in  nearly  three- 
fourths  of  the  territory  and  a  large  majority  of  the  counties,  prohibition,  by  the 
will  of  the  people,  has  been  enacted. 

With  this  dedication  of  a  territory  nearly  as  large  as  all  New  England,  to 
prohibition  forthe  ensuing  three  years,  come  new  and  enlarged  responsibilities, 
which  the  friends  of  the  reform  must  assume,  or  witness  a  fearful  retrogression . 

Throughout  many  a  home  in  our  State  this  law  was  welcomed  joyfully,  in  the 
hope  that  it  might  prove  the  salvation  of  loved  ones.  More  than  one  weary- 
hearted  wife  and  anxious  mother  looked  to  its  provisions  with  fond  hope  of  re¬ 
lief,  who  now  grow  faint,  and  sick  with  the  feeling  that  the  wily  duplicity  of 
the  rum  vendors  will  render  the  law  of  no  avail.  The  hundreds  of  petty,  un¬ 
manly  ways  by  which  rum  sellers  seek  to  make  this  law  odious,  show  how 
unscrupulous  and  determined  men  are  who  live  by  such  an  ignoble  business. 
They  hedge  themselves  in  with  watchful  privacy,  or  boldly  give  it  away ,  while 
the  honorable  manufacturers  send  it  out  free  by  wagon  loads,  in  order  to  bring 
this  vote  of  the  people  into  disrepute,  and  be  able  to  say  :  “There,  didn't  I  tell 
you  so,  there  is  more  drunkenness  now  than  there  was  under  the  license 
system!"  And  when  the  time  shall  arrive  for  another  vote,  it  will  be  used  as  a 
telling  argument  for  a  return  to  license.  In  no-license  counties  this  law  must 
be  executed;  the  one  duty  of  the  hour  with  Good  Templars  is  to  see  that  it  is 
done,  by  organizing  and  aiding  in  such  associations  as  shall  seem  best  adapted 
to  this  work.  In  Susquehanna  county  we  have  the  Local  Option  (Executive 
Association,  organized  at  the  Good  Templars’  Convention,  held  on  the  first  of 
March,  which,  I  believe,  to  rest  upon  a  basis  which  will  prove  efficient.  I  shall 
be  most  happy  to  furnish  copies  of  its  Constitution  to  any  friends  here  who  may 
wish  to  examine  it. 

Obedient  to  your  instructions,  as  well  as  in  sympathy  with  our  own  views, 
your  Executive  Committee  took  early  and  vigorous  measures  to  have  petitions 
circulated  through  the  State,  to  the  Constitutional  Convention,  now  in  session, 
for  the  incorporation  of  a  section  in  the  new  instrument,  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors.  Many  thousands  were  presented  through  our  instrumen¬ 
tality ;  and  it  is  gratifying  that  the  Convention  has  responded  to  this  prohibi¬ 
tory  sentiment  of  the  State,  by  inserting  such  a  section  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole.  Still  I  am  advised  that  there  is  great  need  of  speedy  and  earnest 
memorializing  this  Body,  that  it  may  not  strike  it  out  on  second  reading,  or  so 
modify  it  as  to  greatly  impair,  if  not  entirely  destroy,  its  efficiency.  The  clause 
should  embrace  the  manufacture,  as  well  as  the  sale;  for  I  am  satisfied  that 
never  can  we  dry  up  intemperance  so  long  as  the  manufacture  of  strong  drink 
is  allowed;  but,  probably,  it  would  be  impossible  to  secure  the  prohibition  of 
both  the  manufacture  and  sale.  This  is  the  position  which  this  question  should 
occupy.  Make  it  a  part  of  our  organic  law,  and  no  longer  subject  to  legislative 
caprice,  or  the  manipulations  of  politicians,  the  friends  of  our  reform  would 
enter  upon  the  work  of  enforcing  law  with  an  earnestness  and  courage  hitherto 
unknown.  To  this  subject  I  invite  your  early  attention ;  and,  as  this  section 
will  be  soon  reached  by  the  Convention  for  final  action,  I  trust  your  united 
wisdom  and  zeal  will  place  in  memorial  form,  and  present  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  such  reasons  for  constitutional  prohibition  as  will  prove  irresistible. 

Again,  if  our  hopes  are  realized,  and  a  prohibitory  section  is  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  this  Commonwealth  for  ratification,  upon  the  Good  Templars  of  the 
State  will  rest  a  large  share  of  the  responsibility  of  circulating  tracts  and 
papers,  holding  public  meetings,  and  employing  speaker’s,  and  doing  every¬ 
thing  necessary  in  the  premises  to  meet  the  issue  triumphantly.  The  majority 
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in  the  No-License  counties  for  prohibition,  and  the  minority  vote  in  those 
counties  voting  license  last  spring,  must  be  greatly  increased  if  we  carry  the 
State  for  prohibition  on  the  popular  vote.  It  can  be  done,  and  will  be,  if  we  all 
apprehend  and  discharge  our  duty. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  commending  to  your 
favorable  consideration  the  views  of  brother  E.  H.  Rauch,  published  several 
weeks  since  in  the  “  Keystone  Good  Templar,”  with  reference  to  reaching  the 
convictions  of  the  large  German  element,  by  publications  and  lectures  in  their 
native  tongue.  If  such  a  movement  be  inaugurated,  1  shall  participate  both  in 
influence  and  by  appropriating  the  small  fund  I  hold  for  that  specific  purpose. 

Not  being  advised  of  the  contents  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report  at  this 
writing,  I  am  ignorant  of  the  numerical  strength  of  our  order  as  compared  with 
last  year,  but  from  our  report  to  the  R.  W.  G.  Lodge,  made  six  -weeks  since, 
there  appears  a  small  decrease,  both  in  lodges  and  membership.  In  view, 
however,  of  the  exciting  presidential  and  gubernatorial  contests  we  passed 
through  last-  fall,  and  amid  the  very  warm  differences  of  opinion  existing  among 
our  membership  as  to  the  propriety  of  your  presiding  officer  allowing  the  friends 
of  prohibition  to  vote  for  him  for  governor,  we  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful 
for  the  bold  and  unthinned  ranks  we  present. 

The  change  of  management  in  our  lecture  system,  stationing  the  presiding 
officer,  and  dividing  the  State  into  ten  different  districts,  and  giving  the  lecture 
service  as  many  different  heads,  I  do  not  approve.  Ever  since  penning  the 
section  of  our  first  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  in  1856,  defining  the  power  of  the 
G.  W.  c.  T.,  my  opinion  has  been  unchanged,  that  the  presiding  officer  of  our 
order,  being  one  of  the  grandest  of  missionary  organizations,  should  be  required 
to  devote  his  whole  time  and  talents  to  the  lecture  service.  In  my  judgment, 
based  not  only  upon  observation  in  other  jurisdictions,  but  upon  three  years’ 
experience  in  our  own,  the  G.  W.  0.  T.,  granting  that  in  ability  lie  is  only  equal 
to  the  lecturer,  can  exert  twice  the  influence,  in  all  places  he  may  visit,  in 
moulding  public  opinion  and  giving  tone  and  character  to  our  work.  To  this, 
of  course,  is  to  be  added  the  influence  he  must  exert  upon  the  lodges  and  con¬ 
ventions  he  visits,  removing  discouragements,  settling  disputes,  and  enforcing 
our  usages,  bringing  our  order  under  a  better  system  of  discipline  and  efficient 
working  than  can  possibly  be  secured  in  any  other  way. 

The  instructions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with  reference  to  entering  into  a  contract 
for  the  publication  of  the  “  Keystone  Good  Templar,”  and  requiring  bond  in¬ 
demnifying  the  Grand  Lodge  against  any  debts  that  may  have  been  contracted 
in  its  publication,  have  been  strictly  complied  with,  and  the  papers  are  here¬ 
with  submitted. 

Brother  Theodore  M.  Cavna  has  published  it  alone  during  the  year,  and,  so 
far  as  I  can  judge,  the  course  of  the  paper  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  member¬ 
ship,  and  exerted  a  salutary  influence  upon  public  sentiment.  I  commend  the 
paper  to  the  confidence  and  support  of  our  order,  and  trust  its  circulation  in 
future  may  be  more  consummate  with  its  own  worth  and  its  value  as  a  weapon 
in  our  service. 

With  reference  to  the  coming  year,  if  you  shall  determine  to  continue  the 
publication  upon  the  same  plan,  I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  using 
your  appropriation  directly  to  employ  writers  or  contributors  for  the  paper, 
thus  securing  the  variety  and  ability  so  requisite  for  success  and  influence,  and 
leaving  the  expense  of  publication  to  be  defrayed  from  current  receipts. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  I  referred  to  a  proposed  contribution  for  assistance 
of  sister  Roberts,  widow  of  our  departed  brother  Thomas  Roberts.  The  total 
amount  contributed  to  this  fund,  acknowledgment  of  which  has  been  made  in 
the  “Keystone,”  is  $415.12,  all  of  which  has  been  paid  to  sister  Roberts. 

During  the  year  brother  .T.  Q,.  Detwiler,  of  Kansas,  and  sister  IT.  N.  K.  Goff,  of 
Philadelphia,  have  been  employed  as  regular  lecturers.  Brother  Detwiler  has 
been  constantly  engaged  since  he  commenced;  but  owing  to  severe  illness, 
induced  by  exposure  and  excessive  labors  in  Wayne  county  last  winter,  sister 
Goff  has  not  been  in  the  field  since  the  first  of  March.  Considerable  local 
lecturing  has  also  been  done,  especially  prior  to  and  with  special  reference  to 
the  election  on  the  license  question,  and  in  some  localities  with  marked  results. 

The  correspondence  of  my  office  has  been  large,  and  seems  to  gradually 
increase.  From  counties  voting  no  license  I  am  now  constantly  receiving 
letters  of  inquiry  as  to  how  the  law  can  be  enforced,  how  evidence  can  be 
obtained,  what  proof  is  required  to  convict  a  man  of  selling,  what  is  the  best 
organization  for  enforcing  the  law,  etc.,  sufficient  to  occupy  my  entire  time  to 
answer,  at  length  and  specifically,  as  I  would  desire.  With  reference  to  letters 
of  inquiry  upon  usage  and  Good  Templar  lawT,  I  have  been  obliged  to  enforce 
the  rule  adopted  last  year,  and  only  answer  those  written  by  authority  of  the 
lodge,  a  W.  C.  T.,  P.  W.  C.  T.,  or  some  deputy,  and  trust,  in  future,  this  may  be 
recognized  as  the  established  practice  of  this  office. 

The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  been  admirably  managed  during  the 
year,  as  I  have  no  doubt  the  finance  committee  will  testify,  and  I  feel  that  too 
much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  both  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer  for  it. 
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In  conclusion,  I  commend  to  you,  brothers  and  sisters,  the  great  objects  we 
have  in  view,  in  employing  our  organization  as  an  instrument  in  this  great 
warfare  of  humanity,  namely,  to  raise  the  fallen,  save  from  falling,  and  educate 
public  sentiment  and  ground  it  in  the  elements  of  total  abstinence  and  prohi¬ 
bition  until  all  that  intoxicates  shall  become  an  outlaw,  liable  to  seizure  and 
confiscation  wherever  found.  Treat  it  as  we  would  a  viper,  coiled  to  strike  its 
fangs  at  our  vitals ;  as  we  would  powder  concealed  in  our  home,  which  a  spark 
would  ignite  and  send  all  we  hold  most  dear  to  destruction ;  treat  it  as  we 
would  a  reservoir  of  stagnant  water  set  in  our  midst,  from  which  constantly 
goes  forth  a  malaria  that  breeds  disease  and  death  everywhere  in  its  train.  In 
no  other  way  can  we  gain  the  victory.  Glorious,  sublime  object— to  save  hu¬ 
manity  clothed  in  the  image  of  Deity. 

A  gentleman  saved  from  the  wreck  of  the  Atlantic,  telegraphed  home  simply 
the  word  “Saved.”  Upon  reaching  his  place  of  business  he  found  framed  in  elab¬ 
orately  carved  work,  in  tastefully  ornamented  letters,  suspended  over  his  desk, 
“Saved.”  If  to  his  business  partners  and  his  friends  this  gentleman’s  safety 
was  so  unspeakably  dear  as  this  act  expressed,  how  much  richer  and  brighter 
must  be  the  tint  that  shall  write  “Saved"  in  the  home  of  the  inebriate ;  yes, 
saved  to  his  friends,  saved  in  those  glorious  and  more  higher  interests — saved 
to  that  higher  life  to  attain  which  alone  is  worth  our  life  struggles. 

And  now,  after  bearing  as  well  as  I  could  for  five  successive  years  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  this  office,  I  return  the  trust  to  you.  If  during  all  this  service  I 
have  ever  been  betrayed  into  an  unjust  word  or  thought,  with  reference  to  any 
brother  or  sister  of  our  order,  I  ask  to  be  forgiven  ;  and  as  I  bid  you  all  farewell, 
never  expecting  after  the  present  session  to  wield  the  gavel  @s  your  presiding 
officer,  I  can  say  with  all  sincerity,  God  bless  my  brothers  and  sisters,  Good 
Templars  of  Pennsylvania,  you  and  yours,  and  give  us  the  victory  over  rum.

REPORT  OF  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

The  G.  S.  offered  the  following  report : — 

Lancaster,  June  2, 1873. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  I.  0.  of  G.  T. : — 

Again  it  becomes  my  unpleasant  duty  to  report  a  decrease  bf  the  Order  in  the 
State,  both  in  the  number  of  working  Lodges  and  in  the  number  of  members. 
It  is  encouraging,  however,  to  note  that  most  of  the  Lodges  still  at  work  are 
again  increasing  in  membership,  and  that  the  losses  by  suspension  are  compara¬ 
tively  fewer  than  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.  About  four-fifths  of  the  Lodges 
reported  as  “Disbanded,”  forfeited  their  charters  by  neglecting  to  pay  dues  and 
make  returns.  More  than  two-thirds  of  these  were  dropped  from  the  list  before 
the  first  of  January. 

I  tried  to  keep  a  record  of  the  reasons  for  these  numerous  failures,  for  use  at 
Grand  Lodge  session,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  next  Executive  Committee ;  but 
most  of  the  lost  lodges  “  died  and  made  no  sign and  very  few  of  them  answered 
any  of  my  letters  of  inquiry,  or  my  repeated  appeals  not  to  give  up.  Want  of  a 
hall. — removal  of  some  of  the  most  active  members — a  new  Temple  of  Honor 
in  the  neighborhood — members  becoming  weary  in  well-doing — are  the  reasons  in 
most  cases  where  any  reasons  have  been  given.  We  have  always  had,  and, 
doubtless,  always  will  have,  some  losses  from  these  causes  ;  but  I  trust  they  will 
be  fewer  in  the  coming  year,  and  that  when  we  meet  in  1874  your  Secretary  will 
have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  growth  instead  of  decline.  "  •

APOLOGETIC. 

I  was  instructed  at  last  session  to  prepare  a  “  detailed  exhibit  ”  similar  to 
that  then  given  by  the  Finance  Committee ;  and  I  have  tried  to  do  so  as 
nearly  as  possible.  The  “Liabilities  ”  of  Grand  Lodge  I  cannot  estimate,  as 
but  very  few  unpaid  bills  are  in  my  hands ;  and  I  have  had  no  opportunity 
since  the  31st  ultimo  to  learn  whether  there  are  any  outstanding  orders. 
Being  under  instructions  to  have  report  printed  before  Grand  Lodge  meets,  I 
am  deprived  of  the  advantage  of  consultation  with  other  members  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee,  and  must  therefore  ask  your  charity  for  any  other  defects 
or  omissions  you  may  discover  in  the  report, 

KEYSTONE  GOOD  TEMPLAR. 

My  views  expressed  on  this  subject  a  year  ago,  are  the  same  as  then,  except 
that  another  years’  experience  has  served  to  deepen  my  conviction  of  their 
correctness.  I  quote  in  full  from  last  year’s  report: — 

“  The  original  design  of  the  establishment  of  the  ‘  Organ  of  Grand  Lodge  ’ 
has  been  nearly  lost  sight  of  since  the  removal  of  the  paper  from  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  the  office  of  G.  S.  However  desirable  it  may  be  (and  we  all  agree 
on  that  point)  that  a  paper  of  eminent  literary  merit,  and  undeviating  Prohi¬ 
bition  principles,  should  circulate  largely  among  our  membership,  such  a 
paper  should  he  self-sustaining,  and  should  not  depend  upon  Grand  Lodge 
appropriations  for  its  life.  What  the  Grand  Lodge  needs  in  an  organ  is  not 
so  much  a  literary  journal  as  a  medium  of  communication  between  its  officers 
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and  the  subordinate  lodges.  I  quote  from  the  report  of  G.  W.  C.  T.  Crouch, 
made  at  the  session  of  1866,  held  in  Philadelphia  :  ‘It  would  save  a  very 
large  amount  of  correspondence,  and  secure  a  financial  saving,  it  authority  be 
given  to  the  G.  W.  8.  to  publish  a  monthly  circular  to  all  the  lodges,  incor¬ 
porating  the  decisions  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.,  notices  of  conventions,  answers  to 
correspondents,  receipts  of  money,  etc.'  On  this  recommendation  the  Monthly 
Circular  was  established,  which  afterward  grew  into  the  Keystone  Good 
Templar,  and  was  issued,  first  semi-monthly,  and  then  weekly.  I  would 
recommend  that  we  return  to  first  intentions  in  this  matter,  except  that  instead 
of  monthly  the  paper  he  published  weekly.  Let  the  cash  receipts  be  pub¬ 
lished  promptly  each  week,  and  there  will  be  no  necessity  for  the  G.  S.  to 
send  a  written  receipt  for  each  item.  Many  other  communications  could  also 
be  answered  through  the  paper.  On  this  plan,  about  one-half  ol  the  present 
expense  for  postage  £hd  stationery  could  be  saved ;  and  the  correspondence  of 
the  G.  S.  being  thus  materially  lessened,  that  officer  could  do  all  the  remain¬ 
ing  work  of  the  office  without  assistance  at  the  cost  of  Grand  Lodge.  This 
would  effect  a  saving  of  at  least  $500  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  allowing  that  we 
continue  to  pay  $2000  for  the  support  of  the  organ.” 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The  lecture  work  will  be  reported  by  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar 
and  State  .Deputies.  The  most  important  event  of  the  year — the  vote  against 
License,  by  which  the  liquor  traffic  is  made  illegal  in  forty-one  counties  of  the 
State — I  merely  mention,  knowing  that  it  will  be  reported  by  others  who  can 
do  it  better  and  more  fully.  The  result,  though  limited  and  partial,  has 
already  brought  joy  to  thousands  of  weary  hearts  and  mourning  homes.  To 
me  it  is  an  unspeakable  blessing  to  feel  that  I  have  been  allowed  a  share  in 
the  work  that  has  brought  it  about.  There  is  still  very  much  hard  labor  to 
be  done  before  Prohibition  can  he  extended  and  made  permanent  over  the 
whole  State ;  and  the  efficiency  of  our  part  of  the  work  will  depend  largely 
upon  what  is  done  at  this  session  of  Grand  Lodge ;  and  I  pray  earnestly  that 
we  may  be  guidfed  in  our  deliberations  by  the  wisdom  that  cometh  from 
above.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  respectfully  offer  the  following  recommendations  : 

1.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  as  now,  ten  cenfs  per  quarter. 

2.  That  the  salary  of  the  G.  S.  be  placed  at  $1000. 

3.  That  the  compensation  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  shall  be  placed  at  $2500,  which 
gum  shall  include  office  expenses,  such  as  rent,  postage,  assistance,  etc.  ;  that 
he  shall  devote  his  time  and  energies  to  our  service  as  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  as  Grand 
Lodge  Lecturer,  being  allowed  ordinary  traveling  expenses. 

4.  That  the  G.  S.  shall  under  no  circumstances  whatever  pay  out  moneys 
so  received  for  Grand  Lodge  purposes,  but  that  all  moneys  so  received  shall 
within  five  days  after  their  receipt,  be  promptly  sent  to  the  G.  T. — the  G- T 
giving  a  receipt  therefor. 

5-  That  the  G-  T-  shall  pay  money  only  on  order  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  G.  S-, 
which  order  shall  state  on  its  face,  as  well  as  on  the  margin  of  the  order  book, 
in  addition  to  the  amount,  the  object  for  which  it  was  drawn. 

6.  That  orders  shall  be  drawn  for  bills  approved  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Grand  Lodge  according  to  the  date  of  presentation  of  each  bill. 

7.  That  the  G-  T.  shall  submit  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  connection  with  his 
detailed  report,  his  account  of  deposits  of  the  moneys  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

8-  That  the  G.  S.  shall  be  required  to  keep  regular  Cash  Book,  and  Day 
Book  and  Ledger  accounts  of  all  transactions  of  the  office;  and  at  the  close  of 
the  year  prepare  for  the  investigation  of  the  Finance  Committee  a  printed 
detailed  exhibit  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  office — giving  a  full  description  of 
all  orders  drawn- 

9.  That  the  G.  S.  be  required  to  balance  the  cash  book  of  the  Grand  Lodge 

monthly.  * 

10.  That  the  prices  of  supplies  shall  remain  as  at  present. 

11.  That  the  G.  S.  shall  comply  with  no  order  for  supplies  unless  the  order 
is  accompanied  with  the  price,  and  that  all  moneys  sent  shall  be  at  the  risk  of 
the  Lodge  sending  it. 

12.  That  the  G.  S-  be  instructed  to  publish,  at  the  earliest  convenience, 
1500  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  pamphlet  form,  and  for¬ 
ward  a  copy  to  each  of  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  one  to  each  repre¬ 
sentative  and  to  each  L.  D.  and  D.  D.;  also,  one  copy  to  each  G.  W.  C-  T.  and 
G.  S.  of  each  Grand  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  R.  W.  G-  L- ;  and 
five  copies  to  the  R.  W •  G-  S. ;  provided ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
advertise  for  estimates  for  the  work,  and  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  and 
best  bidder. 

13.  That  the  receipts  from  the  per  capita  tax  be  apportioned  as  follows : — 

Two  cents  per  member  per  quarter  for  Grand  Lodge  expenses. 

Seven  cents  per  member  per  quarter  for  Lecture  Fund. 

One  cent  per  member  per  quarter  for  Reserve  Fund. 

Which  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  placed  on  deposit  in  a  reliable  bank  at 
the  expiration  of  each  quarter,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose  without 
the  direction  of  this  body,  and  the  amount  so  deposited  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session,  and  the  Executive  Committee  are  hereby 
directed  to  keep  the  expenditures  of  the  Grand  Lodge  within  the  actual  amount 
of  receipts  remaining  after  the  portion  for  the  Reserve  F und  is  set  apart  as  above 
provided. 

14.  We  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  tabular  form  for  the  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  all  receipts  through  the  Good  Templar. 

15.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  employ  one  Grand  Lodge 
Lecturer  only,  in  addition  to  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar,  at  a  salary  of 
$1500  per  year,  under  the  same  general  rules  as  now. 

16.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  contract  with  T.  M-  Cavna 
for  the  publication  of  the  Keystone  Good  Templar  for  another  year  as  the  organ 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  now  existing. 

17.  That  the  sureties  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  G.  S.  shall  be  persons  only 
of  undoubted  financial  responsibility. 

18.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  re-district  the  State  into 
ten  deputy  districts — each  containing  not  less  than  four  counties. 
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19.  We  earnestly  recommend  that  Grand  Lodge  hereafter  meet  on  the  sec¬ 
ond  Wednesday  of  June  of  each  year. 

20.  And  in  conclusion  we  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  sessions  be 
annually  held  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg.

Sister  Annie  Weiehmann,  Superintendent  of  Cold  Water  Temples,  made 
report  as  follows  : — 

Harrisburg,  Pa.,  June  9th,  1873. 

To  the  G.  Tir.  O.  T.,  Officers  and  Members  of  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  G.  T. : 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Cold  Water  Temples 
for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1873.

1  respectfully  request  that  an  order  be  drawn  in  my  favor  for  this  amount,  and 
that  an  order  also  be  drawn  for  the  balance  of  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
— one  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents— and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  new  Superintendent,  who  is  accountable  to  you  and  your  Finance 
Committee  for  its  judicious  expenditure. 

This  was  appropriated  last  year;  but,  although  the  matter  of  organizing 
Temples  was  urged  upon  our  Lodges  throughout  the  State,  immediately  after 
last  Grand  Lodge,  and  then  again  in  the  Fall,  no  interest  of  any  account  was 
displayed  until  this  Spring,  since  the  commencement  of  which  1  have  organ¬ 
ized  eight  Temples,  and  have  letters  from  twenty  Lodges  promising  to  form 
Temples  at  an  early  date. 

The  main  reason  given  for  not  acting  sooner  in  the  matter  is  that  every 
effort  was  being  made  to  gain  Local  Option,  and  that  all  their  f'me  was  occu¬ 
pied  in  the  work. 
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When  I  found  how  matters  were,  I  made  up  my  mind  to  use  only  so  much 
of  the  appropriated  money  as  was  really  necessary  to  place  the  organization — 
so  far  as  regards  supplies — in  good  working  order,  and  keep  the  surplus  as  a 
base  for  operation  the  next  year. 

Accordingly,  I  had  printed — - 

700  Circulars. 

200  Rituals. 

500  Ode  Cards. 

200  Certificates. 

2100  Treasurer’s  Order  Blanks. 

2100  Proposition  Blanks. 

2100  Financial  Secretary’s  Receipts  for  Dues. 

600  Investigation  Blanks. 

I  then  sent  a  circular,  with  letters  from  our  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  myself,  to  every 
Lodge  in  the  State,  calling  the  attention  of  the  members  of  our  Order  to  the 
necessity  of  temperance  work  among  the  young,  and  urging  them  to  institute 
Cold  Water  Temples.  A  number  of  favorable  responses  was  received,  but 
not  so  many  as  was  desirable. 

Many  replied,  and,  I  think,  truthfully,  that  the  locality  was  not  favorable; 
and  several  that  it  would  interfere  w'ith  getting  in  Lodge  members. 

One  very  great  reason  why  the  Order  does  not  succeed  as  well  as  it  might,  is 
because  of  the  lack  of  interest  manifested  by  older  persons — members  of  our 
Order. 

Cold  Water  Temples,  to  succeed,  should  be  under  the  fostering  care  of  the 
earnest,  intelligent  and  kind  brothers  and  sisters  of  our  numerous  Lodges. 

We  should  be  lenient  towards  the  young,  leading  and  winning  them  by 
gentle  persuasion,  making  them  love  the  Temperance  cause,  and  every  cause 
that  has  Truth  and  Sobriety  on  its  side. 

A  child  when  grown  up  always  remembers  the  teachings  of  its  early  days. 

And  who  can  predict,  with  the  Temperance  agitation  now  going  on  the 
world  over,  what  golden  fruits  may  be  in  store  for  the  youthful  workers  in 
our  temperance  fields  ? 

I  felt  quite  discouraged  this  year  until  1  received  a  report  from  a  new 
Temple,  where  Lodge  No.  274,  in  Luzerne  county,  donated  ten  dollars  to  the 
Temple,  and  thirteen  of  the  Lodge  members  paid  the  fee,  and  joined  as 
honorary  members  for  the  sake  of  helping  on  the  little  oues. 

Go  on,  my  brothers,  and  sisters  in  this  good  work,  and  I  pray  that  God  may 
prosper  you  in  vour  undertakings. 

I  was  also  encouraged  by  the  report  from  Sister  Moorhead’s  Band  of  Llope, 
at  Rochester,  in  Beaver  county,  which  has  enrolled  over  two  hundred  names 
as  members. 

When  I  read  of  the  assistance  given  by  our  Good  Templar  brother,  Edelblute, 
Kaler,  Brow'n,  and  Bestwick,  and  of  the  brothers  who  addressed  the  children,  I 
thanked  God  in  mv  heart  for  giving  us  these  earnest  working  men. 

Presents  were  given  bv  these  men,  of  money,  coal,  and  a  banner ;  the 
Lodge  at  Bridgewater  giving  the  hall  rent  free,  and  the  use  of  the  organ. 
The  children  are  at  work  scattering  Temperance  tracts  and  pledges. 

.Let  us,  then,  again  put  our  shoulders  to  the  w'heel  and  endeavor  to  do  our 
utmost  with  the  young.  I  firmly  believe  that  if  our  Order  wTere  to  adopt  as  its 
main  principle  the  Temperance  education  of  the  children,  we  would  present 
a  more  brilliant  record  of  Temperance  progress,  and  a  nobler  roll  of  followers 
beneath  its  banner  than  we  can  expect  to  do  from  our  present  method. 

I  am  only  acquainted  by  correspondence  with  the  most  of  our  Superintend¬ 
ents,  but  that  correspondence  has  given  me  an  insight  into  their  characters, 
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which  makes  me  regard  them  as  true  Christian  men  and  women.  With  best

On  motion  of  Bro.  Bauch,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Bro.  J.  Q.  Detwiler,  of  Kansas,  a  member  of  the  R.  W-  G.  L., 
be  invited  to  participate  in  our  deliberations  at  this  Session. 

After  initiation,  the  following  were  appointed  Committee  on  Cold  Water

On  motion  of  G.  W.  Moore,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  distribute  the 
reports  of  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  G.  S.  to  appropriate  Committees.

On  State  of  the  Order. — Henry  T.  Boyden  in  place  of  Dr.  D.  C.  Eber- 
hart. 

Bro.  James  Morrison  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Non-business  intercourse  has  been  declared  in  some  portions  of 
this  State  against  temperance  men  and  others  who  have  voted  against  license  ; 
and  the  influence  of  liquor-dealers  is  being  brought  to  bear  against  temperance 
men  in  their  business,  and  otherwise  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recommend  to  all  Good  Templars,  that  in 
their  business  transactions  they  give  a  decided  preference  to  such  as  they  know 
to  be  sound  on  the  temperance  question. 
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Consideration  of  report  of  Committee  on  Finance  being  in  order,  the  report 
was  taken  up  and  considered  seriatim. 

The  first  and  second  recommendations  were  adopted  without  debate. 

Bro.  West  moved  to  amend  the  third  by  making  the  compensation  of 
G.  W.  C.  T.  $1000,  which  shall  include  all  expenses  for  traveling,  and  other¬ 
wise. 

Debated  at  length,  by  Bros.  Meehan,  Laverty,  and  Tracy  in  favor,  and  by 
Bros.  West,  Stevens,  Meredith,  Shinn,  and  Sister  A.  Y.  Moore,  against. 

Bro.  Bauch  moved  to  postpone  till  after  the  election  of  officers. 

Lost. 

The  question  was  further  discussed  bv  Bros.  Bradford,  Clark,  Detwiler, 
John,  McFarland,  and  Hargreaves,  and  Sister  Goff  and  M.  E.  Hill. 

Bro.  Lincoln  moved  to  substitute  the  following  for  Bro.  West’s  amend¬ 
ment  : 

“  That  the  compensation  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  shall  be  SI, 500  which  sum 
■shall  include  all  expenses,  except  stationery,  postage,  and  actual  and  necessary 
traveling  expenses ;  that  he  shall  devote  his  time,  talent,  and  influence  to 
our  service  as  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  Grand  Lodge  Lecturer.” 

Pending  remarks  on  the  substitute  by  Bro.  Barr,  the  hour  of  adjournment 
arrived,  and  Grand  Lodge  adjourned. 


EVENING  SESSION-FIRST  DAY. 


Met  at  8  o’clock,  G.  W.  C.  T.  Chase  presiding,  and  opened  with  prayer  by 
Bro.  Sayres. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  M’Farland,  Bro.  J.  Alexander  Mowatt,  of  Grand  Lodge 
of  Bhode  Island,  was  invited  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  Grand 
Lodge. 

Consideration  of  substitute  of  Bro.  Lincoln  for  Bro.  West’s  amendment  to 
section  third  of  report  of  Finance  Committee,  was  resumed,  and  the 
substitute  was  voted  down. 

By  consent  of  Grand  Lodge,  Bro.  West  then  withdrew  his  amendment. 

Bro.  Jerome  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  word  “ordinary,”  and 
adding  after  the  word  “  expenses,”  “  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $o00.” 

Bro.  Stevens  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  as  follows: 

“  That  the  compensation  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  shall  be  placed  at  S750,  which 
sum  shall  include  office  expenses,  such  as  rent,  postage,  assistance,  etc. ;  and 
that  the  G.  W.  C’.  T.  shall  have  charge  of  the  lectures,  but  shall  not  travel 
unless  at  the  request  of  Lodges,  who  shall  pay  for  each  visit  made  on  request, 
the  sum  of  $10,  and  bis  actual  traveling  expenses.” 

After  considerable  debate,  Sister  A.  Y.  Moore  moved  the  previous  question. 
Lost. 

Amendment  of  Bro.  Stevens  was  lost. 

Amendment  of  Bro.  Jerome  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  72  affirmative  to  30 
negative,  on  division. 

The  recommendation  as  amended  was  adopted. 

BEPOET  ON  DISTEIBUTIOY. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  report  of  Committee  on  Distribution 
received  and  adopted,  as  follows : 
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Harrisburg,  June  10,  1873. 

To  the  G.  IV.  C.  T.,  Officer*  and  Members  of  G.  L. 

Your  committee  to  whom  the  reports  of  the  6b  W.  C-  T.  and G.  S.  were  re¬ 
ferred,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  recommend  that  that  portion  of  the  G-  W-  C-  T’s  report  referring  to 
decisions  and  appeals  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  ;  that  portion 
relating  to  the  Keystone  Good  Templar  has  already  been  referred  to  the  special 
Committe  of  Thirteen,  as  have  similar  portions  of  the  G-  S’s  report ;  that 
portion  of  the  G.  S’s  report  in  relation  to  the  decrease  in  our  Order,  we

G.  W.  Moore  to  postpone  indefi¬ 
nitely  being  lost. 

Bro.  G.  W.  Moore  moved  to  amend  the  20th  by  substituting :  “  That  the 

next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  held  in  Philadelphia.” 

Laid  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of  67  affirmative  to  35  negative,  on  division. 

On  motion,  further  consideration  was  postponed. 

Bro.  Borie  moved  that  we  proceed  to  elect  one  Representative  to  R.  W.  G. 
L.,  to  till  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Bro.  Stevens. 

Adopted,  on  division,  48  affirmative  to  46  negative. 

Postponed  till  Thursday  morning.

REPORT  OX  COLD  WATER  TEMPLES. 

Sister  Goff  read  the  following  report 

Harrisburg.  June  11,  1873. 
Officers  and  Members  of  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  of  G.  T.: 

Your  Committee  on  Cold  Water  Templars  would  respectfully  report — 

That  they  have  examined  the  Report  of  your  Superintendent  of  Cold 
Water  Templars,  and  also  her  bills  and  accounts,  and  that  we  find  the  latter 
correctly  and  neatly  kept;  and  that,  in  their  judgment,  she  has  endeavored 
faithfully  to  carry  out  your  instructions  and  the  objects  you  desired. 

They  also  fully  concur  in  her  estimate  of  the  importance  of  this  branch  of 
our  work.  Early  impressions  are  undoubtedly  the  strongest  and  most  endur¬ 
ing  ;  and,  hence,  while  we  labor  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  adult  por¬ 
tion  of  the  community  the  necessity  of  the  total  abstinence  reform,  we  cer¬ 
tainly  should  not  fail  to  instil  the  same  ideas  into  the  minds  of  the  children, 
that  they  may  become  part  of  the  very  bone  and  sinews  of  their  characters. 

The  history  of  all  reforms  in  our  country,  especially  those  that  must  be 
accomplished  through  the  expressed  will  of  a  majority,  proves  that  a  certain 
amount  of  education  by  agitation  is  indispensable  to  their  accomplishment. 
Though  we  may  gain  temporary  and  comparatively  insignificant  victories 
over  our  foe,  or  even  those  valuable  as  stepping-stones  to  future  and  more 
radical  conquests  through  our  untrained  recruits,  drawn  from  the  ranks  of  our 
adversary  or  of  the  indifferent,  it  is  evident  that  we  have  need  to  put  the  weapons 
of  attack  and  defence  into  the  hands  of  youthful  volunteers,  and  drill  them 
for  active  and  efficient  service,  before  this  gigantic  evil  can  be  overcome. 

We  must  destroy  the  germ,  of  the  poisonous  seed  before  it  has  had  time  to 
mature  even  the  first  crop. 
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li  fathers  and  mothers  need  the  restraining  and  educating  influences  of  the 
lodge  room,  can  we  sav  less  of  their  sons  and  daughters?  Children  are  emi¬ 
nently  imitative  and  social  beings,  and  while  we  fail  to  occupy  their  young 
minds  with  such  educational  and  social  influences  as  shall  make  them  not  only 
virtuous,  hut  valiant  for  the  Truth,  the  drinking  customs  of  society  will  not 
fail  to  lead  them  astray,  or,  at  best,  render  them  callous  to  the  enormity  of  the 
evil,  and,  hence,  just  such  indifferent  spectators  of  it  as  those  that  clog  the 
wheels  of  our  progress  now. 

At  the  suggestion  of  your  worthy  Superintendent,  your  Committee  would 
recommend — First,  That  your  Lecturers  be  instructed  to  briyg  all  practicable 
influences  to  bear  upon  the  lodges  and  communities  they  may  visit  in  behalf 
of  the  organization  of  Cold  Water  Temples;  and  that  they  communicate  to 
the  Superintendent  information  of  any  encouragement  they  may  receive  of  a 
prospective  early  organization  of  such  a  temple  at  a  given  place ;  and  that 
■wherever  she  may  deem  it  warrantable  and  necessary  she  be  authorized  to 
visit  such  places,  officially,  to  advance  this  work ;  they  also  recommend 
that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $250  be  appropriated  for  the  extension  of  the  Order 
of  Cold  Water  Templars;  also,  that  our  present  Superintendent,  Sister 
Weichmann,  be  continued  in  that  office  for  the  coming  year,  with  the  thanks 
of  this  body  for  her  efficient  services  during  the  past,  for  which  she  positively 
refuses  to  receive  remuneration.

Babcock  presented  a  communication  from  Job  Jackson,  of  West  Grove, 
Chester  county,  respecting  a  work  on  the  general  temperance  question,  and 
moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  prepare  suitable  resolutions  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  it. 

Adopted,  and  Bros.  Babcock,  Black,  Bradford,  and  Hartman  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

REPOET  OF  GRAND  LODGE  LECTURER. 

The  following  report  was  then  read  : — 

Harrisburg,  June  11,  1873. 

Officers  and  Members  of  Grand  Lodge,  of  I.  0.  of  G.  T.,  of  Pa.: 

I  submit  the  following  report  of  my  labors  in  your  employ  during  the  past 
year,  done  in  Erie,  Crawford,  Chester,  Lancaster,  Berks,  Wayne,  and  Lyco¬ 
ming  counties,  regretting  only  that  circumstances  presented  obstacles  insur¬ 
mountable  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  myself,  which  rendered  it  impos¬ 
sible  that  they  should  be  more  extended ;  and  that  they  have  not  brought 
greater  numerical  strength  to  the  Order. 

Some  counties,  Wayne  particularly,  were  thickly  strewn  with  the  debris  of 
wrecked  or  stranded  lodges;  but  the  near  approach  of  the  election  when  the 
Local  Option  vote  would  be  taken,  seemed  to  indicate  that  that  theme  should 
take  precedence  of  Good  Templarism. 

Another  year  has  passed  since  last  we  met  in  the  capacity  of  a  Grand 
Lodge  of  Good  Templars ;  and  only  He  to  whom  eternity  is  as  a  day  can 
compute  the  good  or  ill  wrought  by  us  in  that  interval,  as  an  Order,  or  as 
individuals ;  or  can  measure  the  growth  our  souls  have  attained  through  our 
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efforts  to  suppress  and  destroy  one  of  the  greatest  foes  of  our  race.  A  wise 
Creator  has  ordered  that  our  endeavors  for  the  elevation  and  enlightenment  of 
those  whose  eyes  are  bent  earthward,  and  who  grope  in  the  dust  for  the  crown 
of  happiness  that  is  not  seen  by  them  because  above  them,  shall  bring  new 
lights  to  our  eyes,  and  raise  us  to  a  moral  altitude  that,  shall  greatly  widen  the 
circle  of  our  vision.  To  those  who  from  good  and  honest  hearts  (and  God 
grant  this  class  may  embrace  us  all)  have  wrought  our  best  in  this  “  harvest- 
field  of  Temperance,”  or,  with  trembling,  sown  the  seed,  or  with  deep  plow¬ 
share  broken  the  tough  sod  that  other  hands  may  plant  in  soft  and  fallow 
ground,  or  reap  the  golden  crop,  it  is  a  source  of  consolation,  in  times  of 
despondency,  that  “  He  that  seeth  in  secret,”  counts  not  success  as  man  sees  it, 
but  rewards  according  to  motive  and  endeavor ;  and  that  the  truth  of  the 
Lord  “  shall  not  return  unto  him  void and  the  more  feeble  the  hand  that 
bore  it,  the  more  apparently, the  praise  belongeth  unto  God. 

As  the  hand  of  the  Almighty  steadily  brings  the  incoming  tides  of  ocean, 
despite  the  chafing  of  the  waters  as  they  ebb  and  flow  in  ceaseless  fret  upon 
the  shore,  so  the  same  all-powerful  hand  is  surely  advancing  this  great  refor¬ 
mation  of  mankind,  notwithstanding  it  may  seem  to  us  that  the  ebb  sometimes 
equals  the  flow. 

The  accoimt  of  my  work  for  you  during  the  past  year  falls  far  short  of  what 
I  desired  and  anticipated.  The  Presidential  and  State  campaigns,  the  prevailing 
disease  among  horses,  and  the  ektreme  severity  of  the  winter,  proved  serious 
impediments  to  success ;  and  a  severe  illness  caused  by  laboring  in  the  most 
northerly  counties  during  the  coldest  part  of  the  season,  riding  in  open 
sleighs  from  five  to  twenty  miles  almost  daily,  and  lecturing  at  evening, 
finally,  compelled  me  to  leave  the  field  before  the  expiration  of  the  year. 
The  fact  that  I  am  yet  alive,  my  labors  in  the  temperance  cause,  I  hope,  not 
yet  fully  completed  (as  are  those  of  our  lamented  Bro.  Roberts),  is  probably 
due  mainly  to  the  greater  tenacity  of  life  naturally  inherent  in  my  sex. 

With  but  two  or  three  exceptions,  I  have  received  the  utmost  and  uniform 
kindness  from  the  professed  friends  of  the  cause,  and  courtesy  from  its  oppo¬ 
nents.  I  have  even  been  aided  by  some  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic,  and  I 
desire  to  embrace  this  opportunity  to  return  thanks  for  such  kindness.  Many 
of  the  former,  and  some  of  the  latter,  I  should  be  glad  to  mention,  would  it 
not  appear  invidious  to  do  so.  I  will,  however,  with  your  permission,  report 
one  or  two  cases : 

At  Linesville,  Crawford  county,  where  a  Lodge  is  greatly  needed,  the  third 
attempt  at  a  lecture  would  have  been, like  its  predecessors,  an  utter  failure,  on 
account  of  the  indifference  of  those  who  should  have  been  interested  in  the 
salvation  of  the  many  drunkards  with  which  the  place  abounds,  except  for  the 
timely,  energetic,  and  well-directed  efforts  of  Sister  IT.  E.  Brooks,  of  that  place, 
formerly  teacher  in  the  Normal  School  at  Edinboro’,  and  L.  D.  at  that' place. 

The  second  case  was  at  a  village  that  shall  be  nameless,  where  I  was  enter¬ 
tained  at  the  liquor-selling  hotel  for  want  of  other  accommodations.  The 
landlord,  Mr.  Peter  Hume,  refused  to  receive  pay  for  mv  boarding  twenty- 
four  hours,  attended  me  to  the  lecture  with  his  lantern,  gave  double  the  amount 
to  the  collection  given  by  any  other,  and  obtained  conveyance  for  me  to  the 
next  appointment.  All  necessary  because  of  the  neglect  of  the  former  officers 
of  a  defunct  lodge. 

It  is  far  too  often  the  case  that  your  lecturers  are  obliged  to  patronize  liquor¬ 
selling  taverns,  or  go  about  like  vagrants  seeking  shelter.  I  was  told  by  two 
of  the  wealthiest  men  in  a  certain  village,  both  leaders  in  the  church,  that 
they  “did  not  kno w  where  I  could  be  entertained,”  as  there  was  no  hotel  there  ; 
but  there  was  a  poor  widow  who  gave  me  the  prophet’s  chamber.  Humble 
though  it  was,  it  served  for  a  resting-place  for  my  aching  head  previous  to 
the  lecture.  Then,  as  he  had  heard  a  flattering  report  from  a  former  appoint¬ 
ment,  i  was  invited  to  the  rich  man’s  home. 
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I  mention  these  short-comings  of  the  professed  friends  of  Temperance  with 
deep  regret,  not  at  all  on  my  own  account,  but  because .  they  are  wrong,  and 
they  give  a  weapon  to  our  enemies;  and  1  recognize  and  commend  such  acts 
as  that  cited  of  the  rumseller,  because  it  is  simply  just  to  do  so;  and  1  think 
we  should  not  allow  our  aversion  to  the  traffic  to  make  us  unjust  to  the  trafficker. 
When  I  told  this  man  that  it  was  your  money,  not  mine,  that  would  pay  the 
bill,  he  replied  :  “  All  the  better  for  that — I  am  glad  to  help  the  cause.  I 
hope  they’ll  vote  the  liquor  out  of  Erie  county  next  March.  It’s  a  bad  busi¬ 
ness,  and  I  would’ nt  be  in  it ;  but  I’m  a  born  hotel-keeper,  and  while  others 
sell ,  I  can’t  succeed  without  a  bar.  I  never  sell  to  a  very  poor  man,  nor  to  a 
drunkard,  nor  to  one  made  quarrelsome  by  drink,  if  I  know  it.”  This  I 
learned  to  be  a  fact,  and  I  believe  lie  spoke  his  true  sentiments.  We  should 
discriminate  between  tire  abominable,  accursed  traffic,  and  the  legalized  agent 
of  the  community,  who  sells  according,  to  the  laws  and  expressed  desires  of 
that  community.  God  grant  us  grace  to  hate  the  traffic  more  because  we  love 
our  fellow-men,  and  to  rid  ourselves  of  all  complicity  with  it.  Surely, 
even  the  drunkard  and  his  family  are  not  more  cursed  by  it  than  the  rum- 
seller  and  his;  and  both  rest  under  a  curse  self-imposed. 

It  is  truly  and  deeply  lamentable  that  while  the  evils  of  dram-drinking 
are  so  widely  diffused,  and  so  deeply  grounded  in  the  political  life  of  our 
country,  so  many. men  who  labor  with  apparent  earnestness  in  the  Tempe¬ 
rance  societies,  are  so  blinded  to  any  true  economy  of  that  labor  by  their 
desires  to  be  with  the  successful  party,  that  they  fail  to  assure  themselves  that 
in  such  consummation  they  will  also  find  the  success  of  their  total-abstinence 
principles.  It  is  a  fact  that  during  the  past  Fall  campaign  three-fourths  of  my 
audiences  were  i oomen,  and  that  where  no  political  meetings  were  in  the 
vicinity  at  the  time.  This  was  never  true  before  or  since  that  time.  Is  this 
not  significant?  Party  men  do  not  wish  their  attention  attracted  to  the  Tem¬ 
perance  question  at  such  times. 

I  ask  your  indulgence  while  I  reiterate  the  sentiments  of  my  predecessors, 
and  say,  “One  great  need  of  the  cause  is  a  well-sustained  Temperance  press.” 
We  have  enough  sheets  in  the  field,  but  they  are  not  well-sustained.  The 
subscription-lists  are  far  too  short ;  and,  allow  me  to  add,  many  of  them 
shoidd  be  till  their  merits  are  equal  to  the  best.  We  have  a  few  ably-con¬ 
ducted  temperance  papers  that  are  invaluable  to  the  cause,  and  should  be 
with  every  household  in  the  land ;  but,  in  my  humble  judgment,  better  com¬ 
bine  the  funds  of  a  half-dozen  financially-weak  journals,  that  of  necessity 
employ  but  few  and  overworked  contributors,  and,  in  consequence,  cannot 
attain  a  high  standard  of  literary  merit,  and  which  abound  in  sameness  that 
cannot  please  or  convince  all  classes  of  readers.  Better,  I  say,  combine  a 
number  of  these,  and  produce  a  paper  that  shall  command  the  respect  of  all 
classes  of  society.  While  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  journals  that  advocate 
Temperance  fail  to  rank  high  among  newspapers,  either  from  their  diminu¬ 
tive  proportions,  or  lack  of  spirit  or  ability,  it  will  continue  to  be  said  that 
the  reform  itself  is  grounded,  if  not  in  ignorant  fanaticism,  in  what  is  akin  to 
and  little  better  than  that.  Though  we  may  know  this  to  be  false,  we  cannot 
convince  many  who  need  to  know  its  falsity  and  the  truth  of  our  principles, 
unless  we  can  command  their  attention,  and  as  a  means  to  that— their 
respect.  More  funds  should  be  employed  in  advertising  and  canvassing  for  sub¬ 
scriptions,  that  the  circulation  may  be  diffused,  instead  of  concentrated  in  the 
hands  of  active  friends,  who  subscribe  to  aid  the  good  endeavors  of  others. 
It  is  truly  surprising  how  many  Christian  families  are  almost  totally  ignorant 
of  the  progress  of  the  Temperance  Reform,  because  taking  no  paper  devoted 
to  its  interests. 

The  growing  recognition  of  these  necessities  of  the  Temperance  press 
manifested  throughout  the  country,  is  an  encouraging  sign  of  the  times. 
Whether  our  Order  is  growing  numerically  stronger  or  weaker  in  the  State, 
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it  is  evident  from  the  position  of  our  opponents,  that  every  year  wins  for  it 
and  its  principles  higher  respect.  Since  God  is  stronger  than  Satan,  good 
than  evil,  and  God  and  good  are  on  our  side,  from  the  conquering  Tempe¬ 
rance  army  shall  at  length  go  up  the  shout — 

“There's  victory  at  last,  friends! 

Victory  at  last! 

From  sea  to  sea  our  land  is  free — 

Oh,  tell  it,  every  blast! 

For  there's  victory!  victory ! 

Victory  at  last!”

Grand  Lodge  then  took  a  recess  to  pay  their  respects  to  Governor  Hart- 
ranft. 

Bro.  Cummins  offered  the  following : — 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  eminently  dpe,  and  they 
are  hereby  tendered  to  our  brother,  P.  G.  W.  C.  T.,  S.  B.  Chase,  not  only  for  his 
long-continued  and  faithful  services  as  our  presiding  officer,  but  also  for  his 
life-long  devotion  to,  and  advocacy  of,  the  principles  of  total  abstinence.  On 
his  retirement  from  the  office  of  G.  W.  C.  T.,  after  a  continued  service  of  five 
years,  he  carries  with  him  our  best  wishes  for  his  future  welfare  and  prosperity, 
and  the  assurance  that  much  of  the  success  attendant  upon  our  efforts  to  culti¬ 
vate  a  proper  temperance  sentiment  in  our  community,  is  due  to  his  untiring 
labors. 

Remarks  were  made  by  Bro.  Black,  who  put  the  motion,  and  it  was  adopted 
unanimously  by  a  rising  vote. 

Bro.  Chase  responded,  thanking  the  Grand  Lodge  for  this  expression  of 
their  confidence  and  good-will. 

KEYSTONE  GOOD  TEMPLAR. 

Bro.  West,  of  Committee  on  Keystone  Good  Templar,  ottered  the  following 
majority  report : — 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  Grand  Lodge  to  require  the  Executive 
Committee  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  printing  and  publishing  of  the 
Keystone  Good  Templar,  and  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidder  (he  being  a  Good  Templar),  under  the  restrictions  of  the  present  contract. 

Bro.  Hargreaves,  of  the  same  Committee,  presented  a  minority  report,  as 
follows : — 

The  minority  Committee  on  the  Keystone  Good  Templar,  after  considering  the 
whole  subject,  offer  the  following  recommendation  : — 

That  the  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  renew  the  contract  with  Theo. 
M.  Cavna  for  the  publication  of  the  Keystone  Good  Templar  for  another  year  on 
the  same  terms  as  of  the  last  year.

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  majority  report,  remarks  were 
made  against  it  by  Bros.  Laverty,  Meehan,  White,  Babcock,  Hazzard,  and 
Hargreaves;  and  in  favor  by  Bros.  Bradford,  Moore,  Sayres,  Lincoln,  Fenn, 
and  Shinn. 

Bro.  Stevens  moved  the  following  substitute  for  the  raajoritv  report: — 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  pub¬ 
lish  monthly  1000  copies  of  a  circular  of  a  size  sufficiently ‘large  to  contain  a 
list  of  lodges,  decisions  of  G.  W.  0.  T.,  notices  of  meetings,  answers  to  correspond* 
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ents,  receipts  of  monies,  and  sucli  other  official  business  as  shall  pertain  to  the 
information  of  the  Order,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  ih  cost  the  sum  of 
live  hundred  dollars. 

Resolved,  That  the  printing  of  the  same  be  let  by  bids  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
provided  he  is  a  temperance  man,  and  give  security  for  the  fullfilment  of  his 
contract  at  the  time  of  making  it. 

Resolved,  -That  if  the  present  publishers  of  the  Keystone  Good  Templar  desire 
to  continue  the  publication  of  said  paper,  this  Grand  Lodge  recognize  it  as  an 
advocate  of  Good  Templarism,  and  as  such  recommend  it  to  the  support  of  the 
Good  Templars  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  substitute  was  debated  by  Bros.  McFarland,  Meehan,  Wilkins,  Peirce, 
and  Tracy,  and  Sisters  M.  E<  Hill  and  A.  V.  Moore,  and  liot  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  original  motion,  it  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  38 
affirmative  to  65  negative,  on  division. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Bro.  Hargreaves  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  minority. 
By  unanimous  consent  the  report  was  modified  so  as  to  make  it  the  same  as 
the  16th  recommendation  of  Finance  Committee. 

After  remarks  by  Bros.  Moore,  Meredith,  and  Meehan,  the  previous  question 
was  called,  and  agreed  to  by  a  vote  of  62  to  42. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Pyott  moved  to  reconsider,  giving  his  reasons  therefor. 

Laid  on  the  table,  on  motion  of  Bro.  Ring. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Stevens,  the  time  was  extended  half  an  hour  to  elect 
representatives  to  R.  W.  G.  L. 

Ballot  was  taken,  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  vote. 

Bro.  Babcock  presented  the  following  report : — 

Harrisburg,  June  9th,  1873. 

To  the  G.  W.  C.  T.,  Officers  and  Members  of  G.  L.  of  Pa.,  I.  0.  of  G.  T. : 

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  application  of  Job 
H.  J ackson,  asking  for  the  assistance  of  this  body  in  the  effort  now  making 
to  secure  the  preparation  and  publication  of  a  full  and  comprehensive  work 
on  Temperance,  embracing  the  history,  philosophy,  Scripture,  science,  and 
experience,  with  the  moral,  educational,  and  political  considerations  which 
should  influence  the  Christian  and  patriot  to  labor  for  the  overthrow  of  the 
drink  trade — the  chief  cause  of  prevailing  intemperance. 

Works  of  the  general  character  indicated  have  been  published  in  England; 
but  these  embrace  statistical  matter,  furnished  by  the  experience  of  Great 
Britain,  and  in  the  line  of  thought  essentially  differing  from  the  thought  and 
fact  which  prevail  and  are  needful  to  successful  advocacy  in  America.  A 
thorough  work  written  from  the  American  stand-point  has  been  greatly 
desired  in  this  country. 

Your  petitioner,  Job  H.  Jackson,  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 
residing  at  West  Grove,  Chester  county,  Pennsylvania,  a  retired  farmer,  and 
during  a  long  life  a  consistant  and  active  temperance  man  of  intellectual 
attainments  of  no  mean  degree. 

Mr.  Jackson  has,  without  reward,  undertaken  to  raise  the  amount  of  money 
which  is  deemed  necessary  to  secure  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the 
work  desired. 

The  Publication  Committee  of  the  National  Temperance  Society,  knowing 
the  want  of  the  proposed  work,  and  approving  the  effort  making  by  Mr. 
Jackson,  have  appointed  Rev.  Theodore  L.  Cuyler,  Rev.  C.  D.  Foss,  Rev.  A. 
S.  Lawson,  T.  A.  Brenner,  .J.  N.  Stearnes,  of  New  York,  and  James  Black  and 
Job.  H.  Jackson,  of  Pennsylvania,  a  committee  to  secure  writers  and  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  such  work,  upon  the  cost  thereof  being  first  secured. 

Rev.  Bishop  Simpson,  Revs.  A.  A.  Willets,  Herrick  Johnson,  Rev.  Bishop 
Stevens,  of  Philadelphia,  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Thayer,  John  Russel,  R.  W.  G.  T.,  and 
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others  publicly  approve  of  this  undertaking.  The  sum  of  $2500  is  deemed 
necessary  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  work  herein  indicated.  Of  this  $1000  has 
already  been  subscribed  by  private  persons,  and  further  aid  is  being  solicited. 

Your  committee  are  impressed  that  a  work  such  as  indicated  is  needed,  and 
will  render  essential  service  in  the  prosecution  of  the  cause  of  Temperance. 
We  also  feel  that  it  is  proper  that  a  body  such  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  should,  as  an  honor  to  itself  and  as  a  duty  to  the  cause,  aid  in  the 
securing  of  such  work.  We,  therefore,  respectfully  submit  the  following: — 

Resolved ,  That  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  be  authorized  to  subscribe  to  Job  H.  Jack- 
son  or  his  successor  the  sum  of  $200  for  the  publication  of  the  work  named  in 
Mr.  Jackson’s  communication,  and  that  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  G.  S.  be 
authorized  to  draw  an  order  upon  the  G.  T.  for  said  sum  when  the  Executive 
Committee  are  fully  satisfied  that  the  sum  of  $2300  has  been  subscribed  by  indi¬ 
viduals  and  organizations  for  such  work.

None  in  this  State  have 
made  more  sacrifices,  exhibited  more  devotion,  or  endeavored  more  faithfully  to 
perform  the  duties  that  have  for  so  many  consecutive  years  devolved  upon  her. 
In  her  continuance  in  the  great  Temperance  work  in  which  she  has  devoted  the 
best  part  of  an  ordinary  life-time,  our  prayers  will  go  with  her  who  has  so  well 
earned  the  commendation  of  “  Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant.” 

Bro.  Geo.  W.  Moore  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  the  resolutions  expressing  the  appreciation  and  good  feeling 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  its  retiring  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  G.  S.  be  properly  engrossed 
and  framed,  and  presented  to  those  officers  as  a  testimonial.

Resolved,  That  an  order  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  $20,  to  be  paid  by  Bro. 
Hoffman  to  the  proper  persons  for  cleaning  and  sweeping  this  hall,  and  fur¬ 
nishing  ice ;  also,  for  printing  tickets. 

Election  of  place  for  next  session  of  Grand  Lodge  being  in  order,  the 
several  places  nominated  were  advocated  by  those  interested.  Ballot  being 
taken,  Harrisburg  received  44  votes,  Towanda,  38,  Pittsburgh,  13,  Reading 
and  Media,  each  10,  Philadelphia,  Lancaster  and  Chambersburg,  0.  Whole 
number  of  votes,  115.  Necessary  to  a  choice,  58.  There  was,  therefore,  no 
election. 

On  second  ballot  Harrisburg  received  76  votes,  Towanda,  44.  Harrisburg 
was  therefore  declared  elected. 

A  paper  from  Renovo  Jewel  Lodge,  No.  249,  asking  for  a  reduction  of  the 
per  capita  tax,  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  on  motion  of  Sister 
Wright.

Harrisburg,  June  11,  1873. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  remitting  a  portion  of  Grand  Lodge  dues  from  Lodges  in  arrears, 
respectfully  report : 

They  are  of  the  opinion  that  where  Lodges  are  in  arrears  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  two  or  more  quarters,  and  ask  for  the  remission  of  all  but  one 
quarter’s  dues,  it  is  advisable  to  grant  their  request. 

The  Committee  desire  to  give  all  due  respect  to  the  wishes  of  those  who 
feel  the  per  capita  tax  to  Grand  Lodge  burdensome  at  the  same  time  it 
seems  inexpedient  to  reduce  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  that  would 
necessarily  greatly  cripple  its  operations — the  means  at  its  command  being 
already  too  small  to  admit  of  the  work  expected  of  it. 

The  Committee  report  negatively  upon  the  request  of  Lodge  No.  249  for 
a  reduction  of  the  per  capita  tax,  and  the  abolition  of  tax  on  Degrees  con¬ 
ferred.

3.  That  District  Deputies  be  requested  to  organize  Good  Templar  Lodges, 
or  Cold  Water  Temples,  in  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools  in  their  districts. 

4.  That  charters  and  necessary  supplies  for  organizations  be  furnished  to 
said  Lodges  free  of  charge. 

5.  That  said  Lodges  be  exempted  from  paying  the  usual  quarterly  dues  to 
Grand  Lodge,  but  send  the  usual  quarterly  reports  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

6.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  circulate  temperance 
literature  in  such  a  manner  and  form  as  may  be  deemed  best,  in  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  German  language;  and,  occasionally,  or  regularly,  employ  a  competent 
lecturer  in  the  same  language  for  the  German  counties  and  districts  of  the 
State.

Sister  Wright  moved  to  amend  by  appointing  a  committee  to  raise  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  by  subscription,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Reformatory 
Home. 

Lost,  and  original  motion  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Reserve

On  motion  of  Sister  Wright,  the  Executive  Committee  was  appointed  to 
appraise  the  Grand  Lodge  furniture  in  the  Past  Secretary’s  office  in  Lancaster, 
and  sell  such  of  it  as  it  will  be  too  expensive  to  move  to  the  new  office.

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  invite  P.  W.  C.  T. 
Chase  to  a  seat  with  and  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

On  motion,  the  time  was  extended  half  an  hour. 

Bro.  Black  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following,  and  spoke  in  favor  of  the

Whereas,  The  Constitutional  Convention  having  refused  the  prayers  of 
a  large  number  of  thousands  of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  asking  that  an 
article  of  the  revised  constitution,  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicating  liquors,  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  adoption  or  rejection,  pre¬ 
sents  a  grave  question  for  consideration  as  to  the  line  of  policy  which  the  friends 
of  Temperance  shall  pursue  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  be  instructed  to  invite  the  co-operation  of  the 
officers  of  other  State  Temperance  organizations,  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and 

*T.  M.  Cavna,  appointed  to  fill  vacancy  on  committee,  did  not  accept  any  pay 
lor  his  services. 
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friends  of  Temperance  to  unite  with  him  in  a  call  for  a  general  State  Tempe¬ 
rance  Convention,  to  meet  in  Harrisburg,  on  Wednesday,  September  17th,  1873, 
to  consider  and  recommend  such  course  of  action  as  to  the  Convention  may 
seem  advisable.  Should  the  officers  of  other  State  organizations  decline  to  unite 
in  such  call,  then  to  invite  other  persons  to  unite  in  such  call,  and  arrange  for 
such  Convention. 

A  motion  was  made  to  refer  to  a  committee.  Lost,  and  resolution  laid  on 
the  table. 

Bro.  Brubaker  offered  the  following : — 

Resolved,  That  the  use  last  evening,  under  the  guise  of  a  committee  of  this 
G.  L.,  of  the  Senate  Chamber,  by  a  caucus  called  to  consider  the  organization  of 
a  political  party,  was  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  this  G.  L.,  and  that 
we  hereby  repudiate  all  connection  with  the  said  caucus  movement  either  as  a 
G.  L.  or  a  temperance  organization. 

Pending  discussion  on  which  Grand  Lodge  adjourned. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION— THIRD  DAY. 

Met  at  2  o’clock,  G.  W.  C.  T.  Chase  in  the  Chair,  and  opened  with  prayer 
by  Bro.  Bradley. 

Minutes  of  morning  session  read  and  approved. 

The  resolution  under  consideration  at  time  of  adjournment  this  morning, 
was  taken  up,  and  advocated  by  Bros.  Wagner  and  Sayers,  and  opposed  by 
Bros.  Black,  Pyott,  Dartt,  and  Mackey. 

Bro.  Peirce  offered  the  following  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  G.  L.  hereby  censures  Bro.  I.  Newton  Peirce  for  going  to 
the  proper  authorities  of  the  Capitol,  and  with  his  consent  having  had  the 
Senate  Chamber  lit  up,  and  thus  permitting  some  temperance  men  and  women 
to  enter  and  hold  a  conference  on  the  Temperance  work,  without  consulting  this 
G.  L.,  inasmuch  as  this  G.  L.  claims  the  control  of  the  entire  capitol  building, 
from  dome  to  cellar,  for  the  whole  time,  from  the  commencement  of  its  present 
sessions  to  the  end  of  the  same ;  and  this  G.  L.  will  not  hold  itself  responsible 
for  the  conduct  of  any  citizens  entering  the  said  capitol  building  during  said  time, 
unless  special  permission  be  asked  and  granted  by  this  G.  L. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Dartt,  laid  on  the  table,  by  a  vote  of  78  affirmative  to  5 
negative  on  division. 

Bro.  Meehan  offered  the  following  : — 

Whereas,  The  past  achievements  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Good 
Templars  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  been  largely  instrumental  in  cre¬ 
ating  a  healthy  public  Temperance  sentiment,  that  it  is  confidently  hoped  will, 
in  good  time,  drive  the  rum  traffic  and  its  consequent  evils  from  our  beloved 
Commonwealth ;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that,  if  more  prominence  was  given  to  our  Order 
in  the  metropolis  of  the  State,  that  if  its  future  usefulness  and  efforts  in  the 
great  cause  of  Temperance  would  be  largely  promoted  thereby. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  should  establish  a  Temperance  Head 
Quarters  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Resolve d,  That  this  head  quarters  should  consist  of  a  suitable  room,  located 
in  a  central  position,  where  should  be  kept  constantly  on  file  all  the  Tempe¬ 
rance  newspapers,  Temperance  magazines,  and  other  Temperance  literature 
published  in  this  country  and  in  Europe. 
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Hesolved,  That  the  G.  S.  should  have  his  or  her  office  in  the  said  room,  or 
in  one  immediately  adjoining  it,  where  should  be  kept. 'all  books,  papers,  etc., , 
belonging  to  the  said  office. 

Hesolved,  That  the  G.  S.  should  have  charge  of  said  room,  and  should  be 
required  to  keep  it  open  at  such  hours  during  the  day  and  evening  as  may  be 
decided  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Hesolved,  That  the  said  G.  S.  should  be  required  to  keep  a  book,  properly 
ruled,  as  a  register,  that  all  visiting  brothers  and  sisters  might  enter  their 
names  and  residences,  with  date  of  their  visit. 

Hesolved,  That  the  G  L.  make  annual  appropriation  to  pay  rent  of  said 
room,  said  rent  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars ;  also,  current  expenses  of 
light,  fuel,  etc. 

Hesolved,  That  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  shall  appoin^a  committee  to  collect  funds  to 
furnish  said  room  ;  that,  so  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  shall  have  been  collected 
(say  five  hundred  dollars),  then  the  G.  W.'  C.  T.  shall  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  brothers  to  select  a  suitable  room  in  a  desirable  location  for  the  purpose 
referred  to. 

Bro.  McFarland  moved  to  refer  to  a  committee.  Lost.. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  original  motion,  it  was  debated  at  some 
length,  and  finally  passed,  on  division,  by  a  vote  of  38  affirmative  to  22  nega¬ 
tive. 

Bro.  Donaldson  offered  the  following : — 

Hesolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  the  Order  in  the 
State,  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  Bro.  J.  Q.  Detwiler,  for  his  labors 
among  ns  as  Grand  Lodge  Lecturer;  and,  further, 

Hesolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  directed  to  confer  with 
him  with  a  view  to  securing  his  further  services  during  the  coming  year. 

Referred  to  Executive  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  West,  the  decisions  of  G.  W.  C.  T.  were  approved. 

On  motion,  the  first,  report  of  Finance  Committee  was  adopted  as  a  whole 
as  amended. 

On  request  of  Sister  Wright,  Bro.  Moore  moved  to  expunge  from  his  reso¬ 
lution  of  this  morning  so  much  as  relates  to  framing  at.  Grand  Lodge’s  ex¬ 
pense  the  complimentary  resolution  in  regard  to  the  retiring  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary. 

Laid  on  the  table. 

The  bodds  of  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  were  approved  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  each.

On  motion  of  Bro.  John — 
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Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  due  and  hereby  tendered 
to  the  several  railroad  companies  that  extended  favors  to  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge ;  also  to  hotels  for  reduction  of  fare.
